The preliminary trial of "Doc" Rein- 


haidt ajid Emma Robinson, charged 
with, the murder 
of Dennis Maher, 


closed yesterday morning and resulted 
(in binding t/ie defendants 
over tb 


await the action of the grand jury. 


Only 
one witness 
in additi9n to 


those mentioned In yesterday's Journal 
was examined 
by 
the 
.defendants. 


Martha Jackson, an old colored woman 
was placed upon the stand and stated 
that she had known Lola Lewis be- 
fore she came to this country and gave 
her a bad name from her girl hood up. 
She said that Lola was 62 years old, 
which waa probably considered by the 
star witness as the most damaging 
evidence against her.. 


The court concluded from all of the 


evidence that a crime had been com- 
mitted and that there wa's probable 
cause for believing that the defend- 
ants committed the crime. 
This is 


all that is necessary for binding over 
under a preliminary hearing. 
It does 


not mean that the State absolutely 
made out a prlma facie case against 
the defendants. 
Upon the other hand 


it is believed that should the State fai' 
to produce additional evidence upon 
the final trial of the case that a jury 
will never be abl-e to make a convic- 
tion that will stand. 


It is believed that other evidence 


will be discovered, however before the 
trial is reached in the higher court. 
Thore is another belief also prevalent 
among officers, and that is, that the 
defendants, or one of them will make 
a clean breast of the whole matter- 


It is now believed that Maher Was 


murdered and that one or both of the 
defendants had a hand in the mur- 
der, 
and that 
when the 
evidence 


points too strongly at them that one 
at least will make a confession, hop- 
ing thus to save himself from the ex- 
tieme penalty of the law. 


A DEFENSE THEORY 


The defendants' counsel to not be- 


lieve their clients guilty. 
They be- 


lieve the evidence was entirely trump- 
ed up by Lola Lewis. 
They do not 


believe it Is jealousy that prompted 
her in false 
swearing either. 
They 


think the Lewis woman, who is get- 
ting very old had become stranded in 
the California town and wanted to 
get back to Reno. 
They think she has 


expedience sufficient in the courts to 
know that the State will, 
in extreme 


cases, pay the traveling expenses of 
witnesses. 
Not being able to raise 


the funds to return otherwise, she 
planned the story in the Maher case. 
She had seen the accounts of the Ma- 
her murder in the papers and was 
able thus to tell i «t> aight story from 
having lived in r< 
> near where the 


murder is allegoi1 lo h-ive occurred.
